strength. Their arguments hare no ef- 
fect on .each oilier, and in order that a 
solution iHsy be reach«J they submit 
the facts and the arguments to outside 
and disinterested parties. The condi- 
tion which -would make arbitration un- 
necessary and strikes and lockouts un- 
necessary approaches the Idea! condi- 
tion. . In other words, the parties In in- 
terest should know mast about the 
matter. If1 they could be divested of 
certain prepossessions oa each side. 
they best could decide it. Pride, *or 
nstance, is often,an obstacle to a .set- 
Yemeni. In such a matter pride should 
lave no place. The value of labor, like 
the price of material on -which labor 
works, is liable to fluctuations. Neither 
s a matter o* sentiment. 


"But when, in spite of all that reason 


commends, a deadlock lias been reach- 
ed, arbitration becomes salutary, for 
tbere ahrays is a moral and material 
right and wrong, and it should be made 
known this side of misery for tbu 
worker and ruin for tbe employer. 


"TfcB usefulness, the desirability, of 


arbitration Iu such eases requires no 
defense. It is obvious. But arbitration 
should carer be undertaken until its 
decision is certain of acceptance. How 
to avoid the condition that calls for ar- 
bitration? Each trade, each Industry.
